NEW YORK, NY.--The 
Ku Klux Klan--heavily 
armed and pursuing delib- 
erate confrontation tactics- 
-is likely to provoke fresh 
violence this spring and 
summer, the Anti-De- 
famation League recently 
warned federal officials. 

In-a report to the U.S. 
Commission on Civil 
Rights in Washington, 
Irwin Suall, director of 
ADL's Fact Finding De- 
partment, said ‘increased 
vigilance” from law en- 
forcement officials and 
greater public awareness 
of KKK activities was 
necessary to meet the 
“challenge.”

Blacks Believe Civil Rights 
Support Stops, Study Shows

lyst, Dave Carson. 

Carson, president of 
Archival Systems Inc., 
supervised the Franklin 
County Fair Housing 
Research Study for the 
County Commissioners 
where 1,000 black and 
white residents and 51 
black and white leaders 
were surveyed county- 
wide during fall 1978 and 
spring 1979. ates 

Larson said white lgad- 
ership has taken little or no 
initiatives to promote civil 
rights, which causes blacks 
to believe whites are not 
supportive of the status. He 
said locally whites have 
waited for Washington to 
state policies on civil rights 
and then local officials 
have begruding carried out 
the policies. 

Since 1975, efforts to 
improve civil rights h dve 
been_status quo at best, 
and more than tikely, have 
declined, according to Lar- 
son. He said thinking by 
whites that blacks are satis- 
fied with civil rights pro- 


gress is in part due to local _ 


officials reacting to civil 
rights laws rather than 
initiating them. 

The result has been a 
decline in race relations in 
the city and county, Larson 
said. He said strained race 
relations are reflected in 

“the Columbus School 
Board, Franklin County 
Democratic Party, police- 
community relations, and 
the emphasis on downtown 
development over neigh- 
borhood services. 

Larson said the Fair 
Housing Research Study 
revealed that blacks are 
united across socio- 
economic lines in their 
belief that considerable 
discrimination stillexists in 
housing. This, he said, can 
be used as a guide to form 
sound opinions on race 
relations because open 
housing attitudes are 
closely related to racial 
attitudes.
